Clarence Collins to die for the m u r­ 
der of George Bushman. 
Collins, who has been in the Adams 
county jail since the murder occurred 
thirteen months ago, was brought in­ 
to the Court room by Sheriff Howard 
H artm an 
where 
he 
stood 
before 
President Judge McPherson while the 
new sentence was pronounced. 
A f­ 
ter the sentence was read the Judge 
asked, “ Have you anything to s a y ? ” 
Collins shook his 
head in the nega­ 
tive. 
During the fifteen minutes he was 
before the court, Collins maintained 
the same air of absolute indifference 
th a t has been characteristic of him 
since the day he first appeared for 
trial and paid no more attention to 
the death sentence 
than if it con­ 
cerned someone whom he had never 
seen. 
The re-sentence was the result of 
an order handed down from the Su­ 
preme Court to many courts in this 
state th a t men convicted for m urder 
would have to be sentenced according 
to the act of 
June Id. 1913. 
which 
states specifically the time and place 
of the execution. 
The new sentence reads: “ And now, 
November 6th, 1919, the sentence of 
the law is th a t you, Clarence It. Col­ 
lins, for the murder of the first d e­ 
gree of George J . Bushman, whereof 
you stand convicted, be taken hence 
to the jail of Adams county, whence 
you came, 
and that you be* 
taken 
thence, as required 
by law, to 
the 
W estern Penitentiary in (e n tre coun­ 
ty, Pennsylvania, and, 
during the 
week fixed by the Governor of Penn­ 
sylvania in 
his w arrant, that then
